The cen­ 
sus is expected to disclose to what ex­ 
tent women hav e t a k e n the place of 
men in labor. 
T he L a b or Depart­ 
ment has ine power to atte m pt the 
ad j us tm e nt and replacem ent 
prob­ 
lems. 
“ This is no a t te m pt to replace 
w om en w ho are bread w inners,” said 
S enator Dailey, “ hut 1 a m informed 
that women are filling m e n’s places 
at greatly reduced wages. 
In many 
cases they are women who are not 
compelled by necessity to do so.” 
Under the census bill employers 
would bo required to giv e the num ­ 
ber of their employes who hav e en­ 
tered the military serv ice during the 
two years and the num b e r of other 
employes, together with othe r facts.

W e were da rn gla d to get out a ga in 
a nd cUa n up a nd not ha ve to wea r 
helmets a nd ga s m a s k s a ll the time. 
W e got a few- da ys rest a nd then 
Sta rted on a slow ma rc h for Germa ny 
a nd here we a re, "Across the line 
a nd a cross the R h in e .” 
This is a short ta le here, but wa it 
until I get home.
